Reminiscences  About  Coin  Collecting 


Constant  reader  Leonard  Augsburger  re¬ 
cently  sent  a  file  of  old  clippings  from  Hob¬ 
bies  magazine,  published  in  Chicago.  The  nu¬ 
mismatic  department  in  these  issues  from 
the  general  period  1930-1955  was  largely  ed¬ 
ited  by  Thomas  L.  Elder  and,  later,  Frank  C. 
Ross.  Other  items,  such  as  that  by  Dr. 
Muscalus,  represent  signed  contributions 
from  Hobbies  readers.  We  thought  you  would 
enjoy  them  as  much  as  your  editor  and 
Leonard  Augsburger  did.  Some  modern 
(1998)  comments  are  added  by  your  editor. 


Hobbies  magazine,  March  1933: 

Those  1913  Liberty  Head  Nickels 

Yesterday  1  ate  my  lunch  at 
Bill’s  State  Street  Restaurant. 

As  Bill  gave  a  fellow  a 
nickel  change,  he  said, 

“Look  and  see  if  that  is  a 
1913  Liberty  Head 
nickel.” 

1  “chimed  in”  and 
said,  “Bill  save  your  time 
looking  for  those  coins  be¬ 
cause  there  were  only  five 
made.”  I  had  one  of  these  fa¬ 
mous  nickels  loaned  to  me, 
for  one  year,  some  years  ago. 

1  eventually  had  to  send  it 
back  to  Mr.  Brown  down  at 
North  Tonawanda,  New  York, 
who  owned  it.  I  sent  it  by  ex¬ 
press  and  valued  it  at  $500. 

Editor’s  1998  comment:  Samuel  Brown 
was  an  employee  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint 
when  the  1913  Liberty  Head  nickels  were 
made.  Later,  he  offered  five  of  them  for  sale, 
believed  to  be  the  entire  mintage.  The  writer  of 
the  preceding  comment  was  probably  Alden 
Scott  Boyer,  a  Chicago  perfume  manufacturer 
and  prominent  collector  of  rare  coins  and 
nickel-in-the-slot  pianos. 


Hobbies  magazine,  August  1934: 

Found  an  1804  Dollar 

A  Cincinnati  man  is  looking  for  a 
worn  and  hungry  looking  Ken¬ 
tucky  mountaineer  who  wan¬ 
dered  into  his  office  early  last 
month  to  exchange  an  old 
coin  for  currency  more 
readily  negotiable.  The  Cin¬ 
cinnatian  felt  sorry  for  him, 
gave  him  $2  for  the  coin. 

The  Kentuckian  vanished. 

Only  then  did  the  new 
owner  examine  the  coin  closely. 

It  was  an  1804  silver  dollar. 

There  were  only  13  1804  dollars  is¬ 
sued.  Two  of  them  are  in  the 
Philadelphia  Mint,  and  practi¬ 
cally  all  of  the  others  have 
been  located  in  the  hands  of 
collectors.  The  last  one  was  sold 
in  Texas  in  1921  for  $2,500,  and  if 
another  one  is  put  up  at  auction  in 
the  near  future  it  will  probably  bring 
$3,500. 

Editor’s  1998  comment: 

This  is  one  of  hun¬ 
dreds  of  "1804  dol¬ 
lar  stories”  that 
have  been  pub¬ 
lished  over  the 
years.  Chances 
are  that  it  was  an 
alteration  or  fake  of 
some  kind. 


Hobbies  magazine,  October  1935: 

A  Rare  1894-S  Dime 
They  tell  this.  During  the  dime 
chain  letter  craze,  Bobby  Breen, 
eight  years  old,  received  an  1894-S 
mint  dime  which  he  later  sold  to  a 
coin  collector  for  $100.

If 
you  are  a  Hoosier, 
and  remember  this 
book,  then  you  are 
about  my  age. 

I  was  working  hard 
to  get  through  common 
school  and  hoping  almost 
against  hope  to  obtain  further

place  in  this  old  world  of  ours  but  alas,  my 
father  was  dead  and  there  were  no  rich 
relatives  to  aid  me,  no  resources  ex¬ 
cept  my  hands  and  my  head  (and  at 
the  14  stage,  the  latter  was  rather 
thick),  moreover  I  was  worried  by 
the  thought  that  my  widowed 
mother  was  slowly  becoming  a 
cripple.

Planted  and  tilled  our  gar¬ 
den,  cooked  and  kept 
house  for  my  mother,  did 
the  washing  for  the  two  of 
us,  and  in  school  season  I 
did  our  laundry  at  night.

And  beastly  rev.,  certainly  a  needless 
precaution.  Original  proof  in  silver  with 
ring  as  presented  to  an  Indian  chief.  48.

Steve  Sawyer's  Own  Story 


“Dear  Dave, 

“I’ve  read  enough  of  your  books  to 
know  you  tell  a  good  story.  I  thought  you 
might  enjoy  reading  of  an  experience  in 
coins  I  had  over  40  years  ago. 

“In  1955  in  Oneida,  N.Y.,  a  friend  and  I 
opened  a  ‘coin  shop’  in  the  sun  room  of  my 
parents’  house.  We  lived  on  Main  Street, 
and  with  nothi  ng  more  than  a  ‘COINS’  sign 
we  got  a  surprisingly  good  volume  of  traf¬ 
fic.  A  friend  of  the  family  was  the  editor  of 
a  weekly  paper;  he  did  a  story  on  us,  photos 
and  all,  and  things  really  picked  up. 

“One  day  my  friend  asked  if  I  wanted  to 
go  with  him  and  his  father  to  see  some 
coins  that  a  recently  widowed  lady  in  the 
country  had.  His  father,  a  medical  doctor, 
was  not  a  collector  and  was  skeptical  that 
coins  could  have  significant  value.  He  had 
apparently  been  approached  by  this  woman 
to  see  if  he  would  like  to  make  an  offer  on 
her  late  husband’s  coins.  She  had  received 
a  $600  offer  from  an  unnamed  dealer  from 
a  nearby  large  town.  In  any  case,  we  went 
to  her  home  that  summer  evening. 

“Silver  dollars  had  apparently  been  this 
man’s  specialty.  They  were  sorted  by  date, 
starting  with  a  very  pretty  1795  Flowing 
Hair,  through  numerous  other  Draped  Bust 
dollars,  on  through  a  terrific  run  of  Liberty 


Seated  dollars.  I  don’t  recall  if  there  were 
Morgan  or  Peace  dollars,  as  I  was  focused  on 
this  large  hoard  of  unusual  earlier  dollars. 

“They  were  stacked  by  date,  with  no  atten¬ 
tion  paid  to  varieties  on  the  early  dollars,  or 
mintmarks  on  the  Seated  dollars.  With  the 
Seated  dollars  in  particular,  some  of  the  stacks 
were  quite  high,  perhaps  two  dozen  pieces  or 
so.  I  don’t  recall  what  dates  were  included 
here,  but  certainly  a  large  majority— 25  piles  or 
more— were  represented.  The  quality  of  these 
coins  was  good,  and  there  were  a  lot  of  tiiem. 
Counting  the  Draped  Bust  and  Seated  to¬ 
gether,  the  fece  value  must  have  been  close  to 
$200.  She  asked  if  my  friend’s  father  was 
interested  in  making  an  offer  over  $600.  He 
said  something  along  the  lines  of  ‘a  lot  of 
money  involved  here,  and  I’m  going  to  have  to 
think  about  this  over  the  next  few  days.’ 

“  ‘Think  about  this!’  I  thought.  He  could 
have  offered  her  several  thousand  dollars  and 
still  been  robbing  her.  I  could  see  he  was  going 
to  blow  this  thing,  and  I  was  desperate.  I  was  1 3 
and  had  $20  on  me.  Would  she  sell  us  that 
Flowing  Hair  dollar  for  $20, 1  asked.  She  said 
that  the  rare  coin  dealer  who  had  made  the 
offer  had  instructed  her  not  to  break  up  the 
collection.  She  couldn’t  sell  this  single  coin  to 
me. 

Before  we  left,  there  were  three  more 


pieces  that  had  been  special  to  her  husband, 
and  were  part  of  the  deal.  She  brought  out 
three  1921  half  dollars— the  P,  D,  and  S  set. 
They  were  spectacular.  I  don’t  ever  recall 
seeing  three  more  gorgeous  Liberty  Walk¬ 
ing  half  dollars,  before  or  after  that  night. 
The  man  who  had  bought  them  had  a  very 
good  eye  for  quality,  and  had  stored  them 
carefully.  They  were  just  beautiful. 

“I  checked  the  Red  Book  that  night.  I  was 
disappointed  about  not  being  able  to  buy 
that  Flowing  Hair  dollar,  which  was  perhaps 
a  choice  EF,  although  we  didn’t  use  that 
grade  much.  I  also  noticed  that  the  value  of 
those  three  1921  half  dollars  represented  a 
large  part  of  the  $600  she  had  been  offered 
on  the  whole  collection. 

I  asked  my  friend  what  his  father  was 
going  to  do  about  that  collection.  I  still  had 
an  interest  in  that  dollar.  ‘T oo  much  money 
to  invest  in  something  like  coins,’  he  had 
said.  And  thus  was  lost  the  numismatic 
opportunity  of  a  lifetime.  My  friend  and  I 
never  discussed  the  matter  again,  and  we 
folded  up  our  joint  venture  when  school 
resumed  in  the  fall  of  1955. 

“I’ve  long  enjoyed  your  anecdotes,  and 
just  wanted  to  give  a  little  something  back. 
I’m  sure  we  can  all  relate  to  the  ‘deals  that 
got  away.’  ”

Injuly  1858,  noted  Philadelphia  numis¬ 
matist,  Joseph  J.  Mickley  published  a  four- 
page  leaflet,  “Dates  of  United  States  Coins, 
and  Their  Degrees  of  Rarity.”  Listed  were 
various  issued  together  with  a  rating  sys¬ 
tem  in  which  “C”  referred  to  common, 
“R”  to  rare,  and  “V.R.”  to  very  rare. 

Mickley  appended  a  listing  of  “experi¬ 
mental  pieces,”  today  what  we  know  as 
patterns,  listing  the  following: 

1792— Dime.  Half  Dime.  Cent,  five  varieties. 
1836— Gold  dollar.  Silver  dollar,  two  variet¬ 
ies.  and  two-cent  piece.

COMES  THE  NEWS  via  John  Wexler  in  Coin  World  that  two  new  “over  mintmarks”  have 
been  discovered.  We  quote:  “An  OMM  variety  occurs  when  two  different  mintmarks  are 
punched  into  the  same  die.  Some  well-known  examples  are  the  1938-D/S  Jefferson  five-cent 
coins,  the  1 955-D/S  Jefferson  five-cent  coins,  and  the  1 9440/S  Lincoln  cents.  The  first  1956- 
D  cent  was  submitted  by  coin  dealer  Bill  Affanato.  It  appears  to  have  an  S  mintmark  outside 
and  east-northeast  of  the  D .  The  D  and  the  S  are  almost  completely  separated  with  the  bottom 
serif  of  the  S  touching  the  D  on  the  lower  right  side.  The  bottom  upper  left  curve  of  the  S 
touches  the  upper  right  side  of  the  D.  The  apparent  S  is  weak  for  a  couple  of  reasons.  Research 
has  shown  that  there  are  at  least  three  known  stages  of  this  variety.  The  earliest  known  stage 
shows  heavy  abrading  marks  (die  scratches)  in  the  date  and  mintmark  area.  It  would  appear  that 
when  the  wrong  mintmark  was  punched  into  the  die,  it  was  immediately  discovered  and  the 
die  was  abraded  to  remove  the  evidence  of  the  S.  They  were  successful  as  only  the  points  where 
the  S  touches  the  D  show  on  this  stage.  Sometime  during  the  die’s  run,  it  was  again  abraded, 
removing  many,  but  not  ail  of  the  die  scratches  in  the  date  area.  The  S  still  cannot  be  seen  on 
this  stage.  As  the  die  moved  into  the  later  stages  of  its  life,  it  was  again  abraded,  leaving  the  date 
area  fairly  smooth  and  revealing  the  S  mintmark...  The  second  1956-D  cent  with  an  apparent 
OMM  shows  nearly  a  complete  S  mintmark  totally  separated  from  the  D.  The  S  is  perfectly 
upright  between  the  lower  1  and  9  in  the  date.  The  full  lower  curve  of  the  S  is  visible.  The  upper 
curve  is  weak  showing  just  the  top  of  the  S.  This  particular  variety  was  found  in  a  BU  roll  of  1 956- 
D  cents  by  this  author.  This  variety  has  been  listed  as  OMM-002.  Both  varieties  have  been  seen 
by  variety  specialists.. .both  of  these  varieties  will  prove  to  be  quite  rare.”

In  the  1 9th  century,  particularly  before  about  1 860,  it  was  a  popular  Mint  practice  to  sell 
broken  and  worn  dies  as  “scrap  iron.”  Some  of  these  pieces  were  resurrected,  cleaned,  and 
used  to  make  various  restrikes  in  the  private  sector.  Later,  the  government  had  second 
thoughts  about  all  of  this,  and  decided  to  seize  certain  dies  owned  by  the  estate  of  Joseph 
J.  Mickley,  never  mind  that  Mickley  had  obtained  them  legitimately.  Of  course,  it  is  difficult 
to  do  legal  battle  with  Uncle  Sam. 

Now  comes  an  article  in  Numismatic  News  informing  us,  “Mint  announces  the  sale  of 
defaced  Olympic  dies.”  Information  was  given  that  2,000-3,000  dies  would  be  offered  for  sale 
for  $49  each.  “The  design  on  the  die  face  will  still  be  clearly  visible,  the  legends  readable,  and 
all  major  elements  present.  The  defacement  consists  of  a  superimposed  X.” 

Left  unsaid  was  whether  the  purchaser  of  such  a  die  could  use  it  to  make  advertising 
tokens,  novelties,  or  whatever.  Of  course,  perhaps  this  will  be  reflected  in  the  small  print 
accompanying  the  die,  but  at  least  it  wasn’t  mentioned  in  the  Numismatic  News  article,  which 
went  on  to  say: 

“This  is  the  first  time  in  history,  at  least  in  modern  times,  that  the  Mint  has  offered  used 
dies  for  sale.  Woolfley  said  the  idea,  however,  has  been  under  consideration  since  1993, 
when  the  Mint  made  a  change  in  its  defacing  and  disposal  of  obsolete  and  worn  out  dies.” 

“For  decades  the  Mint  has  been  highly  assiduous  in  its  efforts  to  keep  dies  from  escaping 
into  private  hands.  A  couple  of  disappearances  of  small  numbers  of  them  in  transit  brought 
headlines  and  thoroughgoing  investigations.”

my  hardships,  and  finally  climax  the  story 
with  what  1  consider  my  ultimate  triumph  in 
life,  but  this  is  not  a  success  story,  it’s  a  hard- 
luck  tale.  All  this  is  just  to  get  you  to  see  how 
easily  1  could  have  used  $700  or  $1,000  to  a 
great  advantage,  if  by  some  fairy  means  1 
could  have  obtained  that  sum. 

But  oddly  enough,  1  had  the  good  fairy 
Fortune  “right  in  my  very  own  clutch,”  and 
did  not  know  it,  even  to  the  tune  of  the  above 
stated  amount,  but,  oh,  well. 

My  father  had  left  me  a  small  collection  of 
obsolete  coins  at  his  death,  none  of  them 
worth  over  20«  apiece.  1  was  very  much  inter¬ 
ested  in  old  coins,  but  did  not  know  their 
true  value.  1  had  no  coin  guide  book,  nor  did 
1  even  know  any  such  book  existed.  Neither 
did  it  ever  occur  to  me  that  sometimes  cur¬ 
rent  coins  were  of  rare  value. 

For  some  odd  job  that  1  had  done  1  was 
given  an  old  Liberty  Seated  half  dollar  in  pay¬ 
ment.  In  those  days  there  were  several  of 
them  in  circulation.  1  do  not  even  remember 
taking  the  coin  from  my  pocket  one  morning 
during  school  hours,  looking  over  it  well,  and 
deciding  to  take  an  “impression”  of  the  coin 
on  both  sides.  Years  later  after  having  been 
well  versed  in  numismatics,  imagine  my  sur¬ 
prise  one  day  while  perusing  my  old  fifth 
reader  to  run  across  the  impression  on  a  fly 
leaf.  There  it  was,  a  clear  cut,  well  outlined 
impression  made  with  a  soft  lead  pencil,  of  a 
good  specimen  of  the  Liberty  Seated  1853 
half  dollar,  minus  the  arrow  heads  and  rays. 

1  remember  breaking  that  half  dollar  to 


purchase  five  cents  worth  of  candy.  Had  1 
only  known  the  true  value  of  that  half  1  could 
have  purchased  a  barrel  of  candy  and  had 
enough  left  to  render  material  aid  for  my 
worthy  ambitions  toward  further  education. 
Well,  I  did  get  some  education  out  of  that 
deal,  and  how. 

1  have  handled  perhaps  thou¬ 
sands  of  old  coins,  from  that  day  to 
this,  and  only  once  since  have  1 
ever  received  a  rare  coin.  That  was 
a  Panama-Pacific  half  dollar  whose 
value  faded  into  insignificance, 
compared  with  that  1853  half  dollar. 

1  still  have  that  Fifth  Reader  with 
the  impression  legible  enough  for  all  who 
care  to  see  it,  but  each  time  1  look  at  it,  it 
gives  me  a  depression. 

“Of  all  sad  words  of  tongue  or  pen,  the 
saddest  are,  ‘1  lose  again.’  ” 

Editor’s  1998  comment:  Chances  are  ex¬ 
cellent  that  the  “1853  without-arrows”  half  dol¬ 
lar  was  an  alteration,  not  a  genuine  coin.  Thus, 
Rev.  Girton  got  rid  of  a  bad  half  dollar  by  pass¬ 
ing  it,  and  did  not  lose  a  fortune.

Availability  of  Lincoln  Cents 
in  Circulation

During  the  last  two  years  there  has  been 
an  ever-increasing  interest  in  the  collecting 
of  Lincoln  cents.  This  is  made  evident  by  the 
increase  in  the  price  of  the  1914-D  Uncircu¬ 
lated  Lincoln  cent  from  $3  to  $5  and  then  to 


$8  with  appreciable  increases  in  the  prices 
commanded  by  other  Lincoln  cents.  Natu¬ 
rally,  such  interest  raises  many  questions  in 
the  minds  of  the  would-be  collector  and  the 
less  informed  collectors.  Some  such 
questions  may  be:  What  is 
meant  by  P,  D,  and  S  cents. 
What  is  a  V.D.B.  cent?  Are 
such  cents  still  in  circula¬ 
tion,  and  if  so,  which? 

It  is  the  purpose  of 
this  article  to  attempt  to 
answer  such  questions 
through  an  account  of 
the  following  two 
problems:  First, 

how  many  Lincoln 
cents  are  there  of 
each  date  in  500 
cents  obtained  in 
change  during  ordi¬ 
nary  daily  business 
transactions?  Second, 
ho w  many  scarce  P,  D,  and  S  cents  can  be 
obtained  in  change  from  ordinary  daily  busi¬ 
ness  transactions  in  a  year?  The  purpose  in 
using  the  daily  business  transactions  was  to 
make  the  situation  as  much  like  that  con¬ 
fronted  by  the  average  collector.  By  D  and  S 
cents  is  meant  cents  with  the  letters  “D”  or

that  the  cent  was  coined  at  the  Denver  or  San 
Francisco  mint  respectively.  Lincoln  cents 
without  a  letter  called  P  cents  and  are  coined 
at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.

here  meant  all  D  and  S  cents,  and  any  P  cents 
of  which  the  coinage  was  relatively  small. 
Since  the  results  for  this  study  were  obtained 
from  cents  received  largely  in  one  locality,  it 
is  evident  that  results  may  differ  in  other  lo¬ 
calities,  depending  upon  such  factors  as  the 
number  of  collectors  who  are  taking  such 
coins  out  of  circulation,  the  nearness  to  the 
mints,  etc. 

In  regard  to  the  question  concerning  the 
number  of  Lincoln  cents  available  of  each 
date  before  1936  in  500  cents  obtained  in  or¬ 
dinary  daily  business  transactions,  the  fig¬ 
ures  are  given  in  the  table  under  the  column 
headed  “In  500.”

The  results  indicate  that  cents  of  each 
year  except  those  of  1922  were  available  in 
the  500  cents.  Taking  into  consideration  the 
number  of  cents  withdrawn  from  circulation 
because  of  wear,  the  number  available 
tends  to  be  in  proportion  to  the  number  is¬ 
sued.  The  figures  for  1909  give  the  total  for 
Indian  and  Lincoln  issues.  That  year  was 
particularly  appropriate  for  the  Lincoln 
cent  issue  in  that  it  was  the  centennial  of 
Lincoln’s  birth.  In  that  sense  the  coin  may 
be  looked  upon  as  a  commemorative.  The 
letters  “V.D.B.”  seen  on  the  lower  border  of 
the  reverse  side  is  that  of  Victor  D.  Brenner, 
the  designer. 

In  regard  to  the  question  concerning  the 
number  of  scarce  and  rare  Lincoln  cents  of 
each  date  available  in  change  obtained  from 
daily  business  transactions  during  the 
course  of  a  year,  the  results  are  indicated  in 
the  columns  under  the  reading  “Scarce 
coins  in  year’s  collection.”  The  letter  “N”  in¬ 
dicates  that  there  was  no  issue.  An  analysis 
of  the  columns  indicates  that  although 
some  of  the  cents  are  relatively  easily  ob¬ 
tained,  the  majority  are  on  the  border  of 
being  unobtainable  from  circulation.  In  fact, 
a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  collectors 
of  Lincoln  cents  will  decrease  considerably 
the  chances  of  getting  some  of  the  scarcer 
ones  in  change.  In  a  general  way  it  may  be 
said  that  Lincoln  cents  will  probably  disap¬ 
pear  from  circulation  in  the  following  order: 
(1)  all  S  and  D  cents,  (2)  the  1909P,  1931- 
33P,  (3)  the  1915-P  and  the  1914P. 

Editor’s  1998  comment:  John  Muscalus  is 
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numismatically  remembered  today  not  for  Lin¬ 
coln  cents,  but  for  his  deep  and  abiding  inter¬ 
est  in  obsolete  paper  money,  especially  the  de¬ 
signs  and  vignettes.  Over  a  long  period  of  time 
he  published  many  specialized  monographs 
on  paper  money. 

Hobbies  magazine,  January  1940: 

Valuable  Lincoln  Cents  In  Circulation 

By  Macon  A.  Smith 

The  hard  to  get  Lincoln  cents,  the  190&^, 
1909-S  V.D.B.,  1914-D,  and  the  1931-S  seem  to 
be  getting  more  scarce.  Apparently  this  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  they  are  either  in  private 
collections  or  are  in  dealers’  stock.  However, 
dealers’  stocks  are  not  too  plentiful. 

I  recently  ran  a  series  of  tests  on  Lincoln 
cents  in  Central  Texas  to  determine  just 
how  they  would  run  in  regards  to  the 
valuable  ones.  On  the  last  test  of 
10,000  pennies  I  only  found  one 
1909-S  V.D.B.,  three  1909-S,  three 
1914-D,  and  not  even  so  much  as 
one  1931-S.  The  next  cents  in  line, 
the  19105  to  191S5, 1922-D,  1924-D, 
and  the  1931-D,  also  ran  low. 

Of  course  these  tests  will  vary  in  differ¬ 
ent  localities,  but  they  won’t  be  found  in 
general  circulation  much  longer.  This 
statement  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  in 
the  last  30-day  period  1  have  sold  consider¬ 
ably  over  1,000 1931-S  cents  and  only  866,000 
were  minted. 

Editor’s  1998  comment:  The  1931-S  cents 
were  probably  not  taken  from  circulation,  but 
were  set  aside  in  bank-wrapped  rolls  in  1931, 
at  which  time  they  were  a  popular  (and  suc¬ 
cessful)  speculation. 

Hobbies  magazine,  April  1940: 

About  Indian  Head  Pennies 

To  get  a  line  on  Indian  Head  painies  in  circu¬ 
lation,  I  interviewed  a  newsboy,  a  collector  him¬ 
self.  “I  handle  3,000  pennies  a  week  on  an  av¬ 
erage,”  he  said,  “and  Indian  Heads  will 
average  one  Indian  to  each  1,000 
pennies.”  No  wondo"  we  have  so 
much  trouble  filling  our  penny 
boards.  He  said  he  used  to  get 
three-cent  pieces  and  half 
dimes,  but  not  any  more 

Hobbies  magazine,  November  1940: 

MisceUany 

He  says  they  are  scarce.  William 
Cohn,  a  Kansas  City  newsboy,  became 
interested  in  old  coins  a  year  ago 
when  some  one  explained  to  him 
about  the  no-such-animal  as  a  1922 
cent  without  the  D  mintmark.  He 
started  looking  for  them.  2,500  cent 
pieces,  he  says,  pass  through  his  hands 
weekly,  yet  during  the  year  he  only  located 
two  of  the  D-less  1922  cents,  and  oddly,  he 
found  them  both  on  the  same  day. 

It  is  said  the  largest  check  so  fcir  written 
was  for  146  million  dollars.

Editor's  1998  comment:  Up  until  now  we 
thought  Troy  ounces  had  something  to  do  with 
ancient  Greece. 


The  common  1857  emd  1858  cents,  with 
eagle,  are  selling  wholesale  at  $10  to  $12  per 
100.  They  once  were  $2  per  100.  Three<ent 
nickels,  worn,  are  selling  $12  per  100.  Two- 
cent  pieces,  worn,  at  $7  to  $9  per  100.  So  in¬ 
deed  the  market  for  minor  coins  has  looked 
up.  And  it  begins  to  look  as  if  the  market 
would  be  swept  clear  of  large  lots  of  Indian 
Heads.  As  for  the  bright  red  Indian  cents  and 
the  Proofs,  a  large  body  of  specialists  who 
like  perfect  coins  will  apparently  push  their 
prices  to  new  heights.  The  1877  sells  today 
for  more  than  catalogue  price. 

Hobbies  magcizine,  August  1943: 

Unique  1870  $3  Gold  Coin, 

San  Francisco  Mint 

This  unique  coin  is  of  the  regular  type, 
but  it  has  a  small  S  on  the  reverse 
under  the  wreath  at  the  bottom  of 
the  coin.  Accompanying  the  coin, 
which  sold  in  the  W.H.  Woodin 
sale,  in  New  York,  in  191 1 ,  was  the 
indisputable  certificate  of  the 
minter,  J.S.  Harmstead.  The 
slip  of  paper  on  which  this 
record  was  written  bore  the 
following  inscription:  “This 
three  dollar  piece  is  a  dupli¬ 
cate  of  one  under  the  corner¬ 
stone  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint, 
and  the  only  one  in  existence.  (Signed)  J.B. 
Harmstead.” 

The  coin  came  from  the  family  of  Mr. 
Harmstead  and  it  was  wrapped  in  the  slip  of 
paper  described  above. 

Newspaper  clippings  state  that  in  1870, 
one  specimen  of  each  variety  of  the  coins  of 
the  United  States  was  placed  in  the  corner¬ 
stone  when  it  was  laid  for  the  San  Francisco 
Mint.  On  May  22,  1907,  Dan  Cole,  then  the 
coiner  of  the  Mint,  wrote  as  follows: 

“The  new  mint  building  at  our  present  loca¬ 
tion,  5th  and  Mission  Street,  was  commenced 
in  1870  and  was  completed  in  1874,  and 
Mr.  J.B.  Harmstead  was  then 
coiner.”  This  letter  also  accompa¬ 
nied  the  coin  at  the  Woodin  sale 
in  1911. 

It  is  the  only  available  three 
dollar,  dated  1870,  gold  coin, 
known  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint. 
The  coin  sold  at  this  sale  for 
$1,470.  The  buyer  was,  if  1 
recall  accurately,  S.H. 
Chapman,  now  de¬ 
ceased,  and  he  probably 
bought  it  on  the  order  of 
a  private  collector. 

Not  many  collectors 
know  there  was  ever  such 
a  coin  as  an  1870-S  Mint  $3 
gold  piece.  S.H.  Chapman  took 
the  secret  to  his  death.  The  present  owner  of 
the  coin  is  a  St.  Louis  collector.  The  coin  has 
traveled  some  since  it  came  to  light  in  my  sale. 
It  is  now  valued  at  $2,500. 

Editor’s  1998  comment:  The  coin  was  later 
acquired  by  Louis  E.  Eliasbei^  Sr.,  of  Baltimore, 
MD.  In  1982  it  was  auctioned  as  part  of  the 
United  States  Gold  Coin  Collection  and  realized 
$687,500. 


Hobbies  magazine,  December  1942: 

A  Box  of  Indian  Heads 
Many  Indian  Head  cents  have  become 
scarce  and  are  rarely  found  today  outside  of 
collections.  A  dealer  who  formerly  had  thou¬ 
sands  in  rolls,  dated  before  1886,  has  none  to 
offer  before  1885.  Five  years  ago,  I  picked  out 
50  bronze.  The  dealer  has  none  now  and  the 
price  has  soared  to  $2.50  each. 

Recently,  I  went  over  a  cigar  box  of 
unassorted  Indian  Heads  from  circulation,  a 
run-of-mine  lot.  The  result  was  a  bit  startling. 
Fully  90  percent  were  dated  after  1900.  There 
were  a  few  worn  ones  in  the  late  1880s,  one 
1873  and  a  badly  worn  and  corroded  one  of 
1865.  The  fact  that  the  lot  contained  only  two 
or  three  prior  to  1880  convinces  me  that 
dates  like  1873-4-55-8  and  9  are  far  more 
scarce  than  most  people  imagine.  1  found  not 
one  copper-nickel  of  the  vintage  1857  to  1864 
in  the  lot.  It  was  just  the  kind  of  lot  being 
advertised  from  $1.50  to  $2  per  100  today. 


Hobbies  magazine,  March  1949: 

1913  Nickel  Changes  Hands 

The  famous  1913  nickel  makes  the  news 
again.  The  Numismatic  Gallery,  Beverly  Hills, 
Cedifornia,  reports  the  sale  of  a  Proof  speci¬ 
men  to  an  eastern  collector  for  $2,500.00 

It’s  interesting  to  note  that  for  about  30 
years  all  five  specimens  of  this  nickel  were  in 
the  noted  Col.  Green  Collection  and  it  was 
not  until  the  estate  was  liquidated  that  they 
became  available  to  collectors.  At  that  time, 
the  late  B.G.  Johnson  acquired  all  five  ex¬ 
amples  and  proceeded  to  market  them.  An 
interesting  fact  not  generally  known  is  that 
three  of  the  five  coins  were  Uncirculated  and 
only  two  were  in  Proof  condition. 

Editor’s  1998  comment:  The  purchaser  was 
Louis  E.  Eliasberg,  Sr.  The  specimen  had  been 
owned  by  Eric  P.  Newman,  the  well-known  St 
Louis  numismatist,  who  had  his  first  pick  of  the 
five  known  specimens  when  they  were  part  of 
the  Col.  E.H.R.  Green  estate.

J.D.W.  ASKS:  Can  you  tell  me  any¬ 
thing  about  the  “cap”  or  “pole  and  cap” 
on  the  Liberty  Cap  half  cent  and 
cent?  Did  people  walk  around 
with  caps  on  poles  over  their 
shoulders?  Why?  What  is  the 
symbolic  significance,  if  any, 
here? 

I  have  looked  in  several  refer¬ 
ence  sources  and  inquired  of  sev^ 
eral  dealers  without  success. 

Perhaps  you  could  cite  a  couple 
of  interesting  references. 

CC  ANSWERS:  The  Liberty 
Cap  (often  capitalized  in  numismatic 
use,  but  not  elsewhere)  motif,  sometimes 
referred  to  as  the  pileus,  dates  from  Greek 
times,  when  a  freed  slave  was  given  such  a 
cap  to  denote  his  new  status. 

Over  a  period  of  time,  the  Liberty  Cap 
became  well  known  as  a  symbol  of  freedom . 
Thus,  perhaps  it  was  natural  that  the  Libertas 
Americana  medal  designed  in  Paris  and  pro¬ 
duced  just  after  the  American  Revolution 
would  show  a  stylistic  representation  of  a 
woman,  or  goddess,  with  flowing  hair,  with 
a  Liberty  Cap  and  pole  in  the  background. 
The  cap  and  pole  motif  was  later  used  in 
American  coinage,  beginning  with  the  Lib¬ 
erty  Cap  large  cent  of  1 793  and  the  half  cent 
of  the  same  date,  and  continuing  in  the  half 
cent  series  through  1797  and  the  cent  se¬ 
ries  through  part  of  1796.  Whether  or  not 
people  in  ancient  Greece  or  elsewhere  ever 
put  Liberty  Caps  on  poles  and  paraded 
them  around  is  not  known,  but  it  seems 
doubtful.  However,  in  the  colonial  and  1 9th- 
century  era  in  America— including  right  here 
in  Wolfeboro,  New  Hampshire— it  was  com¬ 
mon  for  a  town  to  have  a  “liberty  pole.”  This 
consisted  of  a  tall  pole,  the  higher  the  better 


and  usually  much  loftier  than  a  typical  flag¬ 
pole,  at  the  top  of  which  would  be  mounted 
a  flag  or  a  cloth  cap.  Such  a  pole  was 
used  as  a  rallying  point  on  patriotic 
occasions  such  as  the  Fourth  of 
I  July. 

In  coinage,  the  Liberty  Cap  was 
sometimes  used  alone— without  the 
pole.  Certain  Mexican  coins  of  the 
early  19th  century  have  a  Liberty 
Cap  with  a  glory  of  rays,  a  motif, 
that  in  essence,  was  copied  on  the 
Philadelphia  Mint’s  1836  “First 
Steam  Coinage”  medal,  the  dies  of 
which  were  cut  by  Christian 
Gobrecht,  and  the  pattern  gold  dollar  of 
the  same  year.  Also,  it  is  found  on  a  popular 
though  somewhat  scarce  variety  of  a  Hard 
Times  token  known  as  Low-7  and  issued  in 
connection  with  “The  Glorious  Whig  Vic¬ 
tory  of  1834”  (per  the  inscription  around 
the  cap). 

When  Gobrecht  created  the  Liberty 
Seated  coinage,  following  sketches  supplied 
to  him.  Miss  Libertyappeared  seated,  with  a 
small  Liberty  Cap  on  a  pole,  which  she  held 
in  her  left  hand.  One  wag  characterized  Miss 
Liberty  as  holding  a  “broomstick  on  top  of 
which  was  nothing  in  particular.” 

The  Liberty  Cap  motif  seems  to  have 
faded  from  the  American  numismatic  scene 
in  recent  times,  although  in  1976  our  fine 
friend,  Frank  Gasparro,  at  the  time  the  chief 
engraver  of  the  United  States  Mint,  created 
a  lovely  Liberty  Head  motif  in  the  old  style— 
with  a  cap  and  pole. 

Perhaps  one  of  these  days  (when  pigs  fly? 
when  hell  freezes  over?)  numismatists  will 
have  a  say  in  new  American  coin  designs, 
such  as  for  commemoratives,  and  the  popu¬ 
lar  Liberty  Cap  design  will  be  revived.

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Wolfeboro  was  the  subject  of  a  special 
feature  in  USA  Today  in  January.  It’s  not  that 
we  wanted  to  have  all  the  publicity,  as  the 
severe  ice  storm  that  descended  upon  New 
England  didn’t  please  anyone.  Wolfeboro 
was  declared  a  disaster  area,  and  the  National  Guard  was  called  out  to  assist  in  the  cleanup.

Coin  World,  October  27,  1997) 
state  that  a  “win”  or  “victory”  has  been  accomplished  in  California,  inasmuch  as  coin  dealers 
who  visit  the  state  to  attend  conventions  had  been  threatened  with  having  to  collect  sales 
tax  from  their  customers  when  they  returned  home  and  on  further  transactions  made  by 
mail,  telephone,  or  otherwise.  “The  precedent  setting  legislation,  AB  258,  gives  out-of-state 
coin  dealers  and  other  trade  show  merchants  a  seven-day  ‘safe  harbor’  each  year  to  conduct 
business  at  shows  in  the  state  before  subjecting  them  to  California’s  sales  and  use  tax  nexus 
(physical  business  presence)  regulations.  It  is  a  major  victory  for  show  promoters  and  the 
dealers  and  collectors  who  attend  the  events.”  We  see  a  small  problem:  Three  times  a  year 
the  Long  Beach  Coin  &  Collectibles  Expo  is  conducted  by  our  fine  friend  Ron  Gillio  and  his 
associates,  and  other  shows  are  held  in  the  state  as  well.  Each  Long  Beach  show  is  several 
days  long  and  other  shows  are  likewise.  If,  per  chance,  the  American  Numismatic 
Association  should  ever  hold  another  convention  there,  that  show  alone  will  occupy  the 
best  part  of  a  week.  Thus,  rather  than  being  a  “victory,”  we  feel  that  it  is  a  limited  failure, 
better  than  nothing,  but  certainly  restricting  fine  dealers  from  New  York,  Illinois,  and 
elsewhere,  even  New  Hampshire,  from  spending  more  than  a  few  days  in  the  Golden  State. 
What  a  loss  this  is  for  numismatists  in  that  fine  part  of  the  country.  We  don’t  need  any  more 
“victories”  like  this!

He  added  that  numismatic  literature  is 
a  growing  and  expanding  field  in  the  area  of  books,  auction  catalogues,  fixed  price  lists, 
periodicals,  ephemera,  and  autographed  items.  Ken  Lowe  of  the  Money  T ree  agreed,  stating 
that  ‘this  market  has  grown  by  leaps  and  bounds  over  the  last  four  years,’"

LINCOLN  CENT  N  EWS:  A  poll  at  Walt  Disney  World  revealed  that  Americans  on  the 
average  have  $9.93  worth  of  “pennies”  at  home  (however,  we  sort  of  doubt  this,  the  figure 
sounds  too  high).  Little  containers  near  cash  registers  at  checkout  counters  provide  places 
for  customers  to  get  rid  of  unwanted  Lincoln  cents  to  provide  them  for  others  who  might 
need  them.  Such  coins  are  no  longer  used  in  parking  meters  (but  there  may  be  a  few  towns 
that  are  exceptions),  and  automobile  makers  no  longer  have  a  place  for  these  coins  in  the 
holders  they  build  in  new  cars  and  trucks.  Gum-ball  machines  are  apt  to  take  higher 
denominations.  “Meanwhile,  the  penny  presses  roll  on.  The  Mint  made  more  than  13.3  billion 
pennies  in  a  recent  year.. .the  most  manufactured  in  ten  years."  Further,  “  1993  Gallup  Poll 
said  that  64  percent  of  Americans  favor  keeping  the  penny  and  actually  find  it  useful.”  (From

NICE  “SAVE”:  We  noted  some  time  ago  that  the  ghost  towns  of  Virginia  City  and  Nevada 
City,  both  in  Montana,  were  in  danger  of  being  broken  up  and  sold  for  their  buildings  and 
contents.  Formerly  owned  by  Charles  Bovey,  who  once  was  a  principal  in  General  Mills,  these 
relics  of  the  Gold  Rush  era  served  as  a  focal  point  to  which  buildings  were  brought  from  hither 
and  yon  and  reassembled  nearby.  Adding  to  the  attraction  were  many  displays  including  coin- 
operated  pianos,  and  old-time  printing  shops,  and  more.  The  idea  of  collecting  buildings  is 
hardly  new,  and,  for  one,  Henry  Ford  practiced  the  art  to  a  high  degree  when  he  assembled 
Greenfield  Village  near  Detroit,  bringing  Thomas  Edison’s  laboratory  from  New  Jersey,  the 
Wright  brothers’  bicycle  shop  from  Dayton,  and  other  structures.  Returning  our  thoughts 
to  Montana  we  were  gratified  to  learn  that  the  state  legislature  appropriated  $7.8  million  to 
purchase  the  1 00  buildings  and  over  1 5,000  artifacts.  Richard  Moe,  president  of  the  National 
Trust  for  Historic  Preservation  lauded  the  move,  noting  that  “future  generations  will  be  able 
to  experience  this  colorful  fragment  of  our  nation’s  heritage  and  its  pioneer  spirit.”  Virginia 
City  took  its  name  from  a  similar  town  in  Nevada,  situated  on  the  Comstock  lode.  The 
Montana  Virginia  City  was  cited  near  Alder  Gulch,  a  branch  of  the  Madison  River,  where  gold 
was  found  in  quantity  in  1863.  From  1865  through  1875  Virginia  City  was  the  capital  of  the 
Montana  Territory.  Although  circulating  coins  were  never  minted  by  banks  or  other  private 
interests  in  Montana  during  the  heady  days  of  the  1860s,  a  few  gold  ingots  and  assay  bars 
survived  from  the  location.  Numerous  notices  of  precious  metals  found  there  can  be  read  in 
various  Annual  Report  of  Director  of  the  Mint  issues  of  that  time.

It  has  been  suggested  that  Franklin 
Delano  Roosevelt  was  the  patron  devil  of 
coin  collectors,  as  he  abolished  gold  coins 
and  made  it  a  federal  offense  for  members 
of  the  general  public  to  own  them,  to  own 
Gold  Certificates,  etc.,  etc.  Thus,  quite  a 
few  people  were  amused  last  year  when 
our  ever-wise  government  decided  to 
honor  Roosevelt  with  a  commemorative 
gold  coin! 

In  the  same  vein,  Eric  Von  Klinger  re¬ 
cently  sent  this  article  from  Reason  maga¬ 
zine:  “More  BULLion  from  Washington,” 
by  Rick  Henderson: 

As  if  the  multitude  of  federal  regu¬ 
latory  agencies  that  have  been  estab- 
Hshed  over  the  past  60  years  (and  the 
neo-Stalinist  buildings  in  which  many 
are  housed)  weren’t  tribute  enough, 
on  May  3  the  Franklin  Delano 
Roosevelt  Memorial  opened  in  Wash- 
ir^on.  While  the  run-up  to  the  unveil- 
»g  of  FDR*s  statue  caused  a  minor 


furor  among  the  easily  offended— 
should  Roosevelt  be  shown  in  a  wheel¬ 
chair?  —one  aspect  of  the  memorial’s 
financing  would  cause  the  32'“'  presi¬ 
dent  to  spin  in  his  grave.  To  keep  down 
the  taxpayer  costs  of  maintaining  the 
7.5-acre  FDR  Memorial,  last  year  Con¬ 
gress  authorized  the  Treasury  to  mint 
and  sell  a  commemorative  coin,  made 
of  90  percent  gold. 

That’s  right.  The  president  who  out¬ 
lawed  the  private  ownership  of  gold  in 
1933  is  being  honored  a  half  century 
later  with  an  8.359  gram  coin,  available 
as  a  Proof,  lapel  pin,  or  pendant  (vdth  or 
without  chain).  Without  a  hint  of  irony, 
the  US  Mint’s  press  release  cited  FDR’s 
four  inaugural  medallions  and  the 
Roosevelt  dime  and  said,  “We’re  de¬ 
lighted  to  continue  FDR’s  numismatic 
legacy  with  the  minting  of  this  coin.” 
Perhaps  the  U.S.  Mint  needs  a  U.S.  His- 
tory-1 01  refresher  course!
